SITUATION BECOMES ACUTE ' 


"The sooner we get more food 
rationing the better.” That state- 
of one local grocer seemed to 
express the common feeling oi 
local merchants in regard to 
growing food, shortages. Most 
people are reasonable In their de¬ 
mands and seem to have a fair 
understanding of the situation. It 
was generally agreed by the food 
store operators. 

■♦leanwhlle customers were be¬ 
ing limited to a (fourth pound of 
butter per person, one dozen 
eggs, one paegage or container of 
other fable fat besides butter. 
Canned goods are also being 
limited, in most cases to one can 
of any fruit or vegetable to a 
customer. 

Local meat markets reported 
uncertainty as to when they 
would receive their next supply 


of fressh meat. One butcher said 
his dealer informed him that the 
slaughter quota for the entire 
Los Angeles metropolitan area 
was now eight steers per week. 

Grocers standing orders for 
eggs have been cut by .suppl.v 
houses to 75 per cent of normal, 
and butter over 50 per cent. 
Supplies of canned meats and 
canned fish are practically ex¬ 
hausted, it was stated.
